ler hr ; had twelve chililren, but there aio 
Of.ly tivo at home beaido tho insensible g'i-1, 
a ul they uro boys of tou aud fifteen years 
of age, ublu to cai.i souiothiug.

ago of e'oven ye-iw tho child, Ann Tiilling, 
ct'joyod perfect health ; tlieu, however, sho 
was nfllictcd with at)scess2s in her nock. To 
got cured of these sho was admitted into 
l{e-uli»g Hospital, where, for 
seventeen 


weeks, sho was treated. 


Ultimately tlio hospital authorities, ac- 


cojd'ng to tiio mother'H account, discharged 
her, on tho ground that they could do no 
nioro than they had done.

Slufch, 1871, wos i ho date—and on the 
evening of that day sho i-oused herself, and 
bc(,.m to talk ti> hor mother about her 
paius, telling her slio wished sho eou)d dio 
uud bo nt rest. Tho mother's narrative is, 
that sho told tlio littio girl to pray, and that 
they prayed together—tho child rocking 
herself to aud fro, with hor hnnda clo-spcd, 
gradual'y losing command over herself, and 
growing more aud more convulsed, her 
eyes roiling wildly, and her limbs twitching. 


Uho motlior, alarmed nt tneso symptoms, 


sent immediately to Dr. Hiiininoml, at Stoko 
Church; but when ho arrived, to use hia 
own expression,"iho child was used down." 
That is to say, sho had auuk i-ito a state of 
iusousibility, in which she now remains.

Naturally, the love 
of country is prominently a characteristic 
of Frenchmen ; they will never leave La 
Uul'o Franco aa long as thoy can miiko a 
living, unless dissatisfied with tho govern. 
mntit. Tho exceptions to thU rule are so few 
its to be of no real significance ; it is there. 
fore evident, when emigration becomes con- 
spicuous iit Franco, that thu go Vermont is 
distasteful to a largo proportion of the 
people.

of France that has not been especially 
si'onrged by the lute w;tr. Thi.-i sentiment 
of discontent may prove to i>e to.nporary, it 
may bo partially due t-j thu unusual burdens 
of taxation, it, may bo owing to the rigid 
oonscriplion laws, or to all of these causes 
combined. Quo thing U certain this uneasi- 
ness is manifest to a niut;h greater extent 
than has bcsr> known in Franco since 18-18. 
The enormous burden of taxation must ho por- 
niiinont, for tho expenses of the government 
ami interest upon tho debt almost preclude 
the payment of any considerable portion of 
thf principal for many years to come ; this 
tact may hare great weight with tho more 
thoughtful emigrants who prefer to nhtiu 
this burden by seeking a new home in a now 
country, where their capital can bo made 
moro readily available. Viewed iu whatever 
light we will, tho outlook is not particularly 
inviting for tl-:' stability of the Republic or 
hiippiness of the pcoplo, when so many 
llimiaamlri of Frenchmen are voluntarily 
leaving their native country.

In the investigation into tho Atlantic dis- 
aster thia morning, C. L. Brady, Third Offi- 
cer, in his statement, said that there wero 
absurd nnd incorrect statements. After toll- 
lug the story of tho position of the vessel, 
when it wau decided to run for Halifax, bo 
said he was in bed when tha ship struck, it 
not being his wnteh. He rushed on deck, 
and being obliged to take to tho rigging, 
worked hia wivy forward ami made, commu- 
nication witb the rock, aa previously related 
Nothing was said or done to impede tho 
passengers eoniiug on deck ; do not know 
the speed when the veaael struuk ; tho Cup- 
tain did ft) 1 any riany could to savo life;

From my knowl- 
edge ami experience of crews, that of tho 
Atlantic waa fur hotter physically, and fully 
us well disciplined, ua uro tho average/.
